ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1915. 

New  York,  January   1,    1916. 
Hon.  John   Purroy   Mitchel,  Mayor: 

Sir:  In  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  I  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year   1915 : 

THE  OPENING  OF  NEPONSIT  BEACH  HOSPITAL  FOR  CHILDREN.  . 

The  most  important  event  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  opening  of  Neponsit 
Beach  Hospital  for  Children,  which  occurred  on  April  16th,  when  the  patients  form- 
erly at  Seabreeze  Hospital,  Coney  Island,  were  transferred  to  the  new  building. 

This  hospital  is  the  gift  of  the  New  York  Association  for  Improving  the  Con- 
dition of  the  Poor,  the  site  having  been  provided  by  the  City  itself  upon  the  ocean 
front  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  new  Rockaway  Park  territory. 

It  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  is  modeled  upon  similar  institutions  abroad,  which  have  been  situ- 
ated at  the  seashore  and  have  been  productive  of  wonderful  results  in  the  relief  of 
bone  tuberculosis  among  children. 

The  hospital  was  opened  with  forty-one  children,  and  will  have  a  capacity  af 
one  hundred  and  twenty  beds  when  all  arrangements  have  been  completed.  By 
agreement  with  the  Board  of  Education  a  school  annex  has  been  established  in 
the  hospital  for  the  benefit  of  these  children. 

The  original  plans  of  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor 
having  been  defective  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  balconies  and  fire  escapes,  the 
Trustees  were  obliged  to  ask  for  an  issue  6f  corporate  stock  in  the  amount  of  $20,000 
to  overcome  this  defect.  Bids  for  these  balconies,  together  with  the  fire  escapes,  were 
received  on  October  13th,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  the 
Architectural  Contracting  Company,  in  the  sum  of  $18,887.  At  the  same  time  a 
contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,270  was  awarded  to  Levin  and  Gewirtz  for  the  construction 
of  partitions  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  hospital. 

Much  annoyance  has  been  caused  by  the  overflowing  of  the  cesspool  which 
failed  to  drain  away.  An  appropriation  was  secured  to  construct  a  sewer  from  the 
hospital  to  connect  with  one  in  Washington  Avenue,  Neponsit,  and  a  contract  has 
been  made  in  the  sum  of  $845   for  its  construction. 

The  greatest  drawback  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  hospital  so  far  has 
been  the  prevalence  of  bad  odors  from  the  refuse  plants  on  Barren  Island  when 
the  wind  blew  from  that  direction.  The  Trustees  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Board 
of  Estimate,  whose  engineers  conducted  an  investigation  by  which  it  was  shown 
that  this  nuisance  might  be  permanently  abolished  by  the  installation  of  proper  equip- 
ment at  the  plants  on  the  island.  Since  the  complaint  is  general  on  the  part  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Neponsit  Beach  it  is  hoped  that  the  companies  operating  these  plants 
can  be  brought  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  abolish  this  nuisance. 

An  eligible  list  for  the  position  of  Hospital  Superintendent  was  promulgated  on 
August  21st  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  Miss  Josephine  T.  W 
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Brass,  Superintendent  of  the  old   Seabreeze  Hospital,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of 
the  new  hospital  from  the  start,  was  found  to  be  first  on  the  list  and  was  appointed 

permanently  to  the  position. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  AS  A  WHOLE. 

The  following  rules  affecting  the  medical  service  throughout  the  hospitals  of 
the  department  have  been  adopted  by  the  Trustees : 

In  selecting  candidates  for  appointment  to  the  hospital  staff  it  has  been  decided 
to  take  into  account  in  future  the  linguistic  ability  of  the  applicants. 

The  appointment  of  Resident  Obstetricians  in  the  several  hospitals  of  the  de- 
partment will  be  made  as  soon  as  living  accommodations  can  be  provided. 

Physicians  and  surgeons  connected  with  the  out-patient  departments  of  the 
several  hospitals  have  been  notified  that  they  are  expected  to  attend  their  clinics  three 
times  a  week  for  a  period  of  two  hours,  and  a  written  explanation  will  be  required 
when  this  rule  is  violated. 

Attending  Physicians  in  the  hospitals  are  allowed  five  absences  in  the  month. 

A  statement  of  the  questions  and  method  employed  in  examining  candidates  for 
membership  to  the  house  staff  in  each  hospital  of  the  department  has  been  obtained, 
and  steps  will  be  begun  to  make  these  examinations  uniform  throughout  the  de- 
partment. 

Under  the  allowance  made  in  the  1915  budget  six  new  motor  ambulances  have  bton 
secured. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  coming  year  for  the  installation 
of  incinerators  in  each  hospital  of  the  department. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  having  been  found  to  be  insufficent,  special  rev- 
enue bonds  in  the  amount  of  $71,195.18,  the  separate  items  of  which  are  as  follows: 

Supplies    $35,400  00 

Equipment 5,500  00 

Salaries   and   Wages 14,095  18 

Contract  and  Open  Order  Service 16,200  00 

have  had  to  be  issued. 

To  keep  the  fire  protection  service  up  to  standard  a  register  is  now-  kept  at  each 
hospital  wherein  members  of  the  house  staff  are  obliged  to  record  their  response  to 
firedrills,  and  every  employee,  physician  or  other  person  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  who  refuses  to  comply  with  the  rules  prescribing  their  duties  in  such 
drills  is  reported  to  the  General  Medical  Superintendent.  These  rules,  conspicuously 
printed  in  red,  are  posted  in  prominent  places. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

Messrs.  McKim,  Mead  and  White,  the  architects  of  the  new  hospital,  have  been 
instructed  to  complete  the  necessary  plans  and  specifications  for  the  pavilions  F  and 
G  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  started  as  soon  as  funds  are  obtained.  A  request 
for  the  sum  of  $800,000  with  which  to  erect  the  shell  of  this  structure  has  been  made. 

The  trustees  are  happy  to  announce  the  occupation  of  the  new  surgical  pavilions 
I,  K,  L  and  M  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  At  the  same  time  the  men  patients 
of  the  Third  Surgical  Division  were  moved  to  the  sixth  floor  of  pavilions  A  and  II. 
and  the  women  of  this  service  transferred  to  the  old  Sturges  Pavilion,  ward  40.  The 
second  floor  of  pavilions  I  and  K  has  been  allotted  to  the  gynaecological  service,  and 
the  fourth  floor  to  the  urological  service.  Members  of  the  house  staff  have  been 
moved  to  the  sixth  floor  of  these  pavilions,  and  their  old  rooms  will  be  temporarily 
occupied  by  nurses  who  are  to  report  in  January.  Later  on  it  is  planned  to  move 
the   men   attendants    from   the   Mills    School   to    the    rooms    at   present    occupied   by 
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internes  in  the  old  building,  thus  leaving  the  Mills  School  building  available  for 
occupation  by  women  nurses. 

Late  in  the  fall  the  Trustees  called  the  attention  of  the  architects  to  the  in- 
sufficient number  of  balconies  on  pavilions  I  and  K,  and  requested  them  to  submit 
plans  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  for  additional  balconies.  A  letter  from  McKim, 
Mead  and  White  under  date  of  November  3rd,  set  forth  an  estimated  cost  of  $18,000 
for  each  set  of  balconies.  Plans  and  specifications  for  these  balconies  were  later 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  approved  by  them  and  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  approval.  The  estimated  cost  of  these 
balconies  is  $54,000. 

In  the  case  of  the  company's  contract  for  the  installation  of  lighting  fixtures  in 
pavilions  I  and  K  it  has  been  necessary  to  declare  the  contract  abandoned  and  to 
notify  the  sureties  to  complete  the  work.  The  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas 
and  Electricity  has  been  invited  by  the  Trustees  to  install  temporary  lighting  fixtures. 

On  the  advice  of  the  Building  Committee  and  after  a  very  careful  and  extensive 
investigation  into  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  operation  of  the  telephone  system 
of  the  Automatic  Electric  Company,  the  bid  of  this  company  for  the  installation 
of  such  a  system  in  the  new  buildings  has  been  accepted  by  the  Trustees.  The  cost 
of  the  installation  will  be  $10,100. 

The  specifications  for  the  surgical  supply  closets  and  the  x-ray  installation  were 
long  held  in  the  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision.  Bids  for  this  installation  have 
been  received  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  A.  W.  King,  in  the 
sum  of  $8,780. 

Additional  laundry  machinery  at  a  cost  of  $12,000  has  been  authorized. 

The  Trustees  were  informed  early  in  the  year  that  the  piers  at  the  foot  of  East 
28th  and  29th  Streets  must  either  be  extensively  repaired  or  else  entirely  removed. 
The  Dock  Commissioner's  estimates  for  the  repair  of  these  piers  were  $15,231  and 
$7,000  respectively,  and  to  remove  the  28th  Street  pier  a  sum  ranging  between  $1,500 
and  $1,800.  The  Trustees  decided  to  make  only  such  repairs  as  could  be  made  out 
of  the  current  appropriation  and  have  left  in  abeyance  the  question  of  a  permanent 
solution. 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  Trustees  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Charities  took  possession  of  the  new  morgue  on  January  1st, 
1915.  It  has  been  necessary  to  construct  a  room  on  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  East  29th 
Street  for  the  reception  of  bodies,  as  well  as  to  erect  a  fence  for  the  purpose  of 
screening  from  public  view  the  transfer  of  bodies.  The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Charities  has  not  yet  removed  the  unsightly  structure  of  the  old  morgue  in  front  of 
pavilions  A  and  B. 

The  use  of  the  Street  Cleaning  dump  at  the  foot  of  East  30th  Street  was  dis- 
continued on  the  first  of  December.  This  was  the  result  of  energetic  action  by  the 
Trustees,  it  being  absolutely  necessary  for  the  occupation  of  the  new  wards  that 
this  nuisance  be  removed  before  the  patients  were  installed  there. 

Plans  for  the  layout  of  the  grounds  to  the  north  and  east  of  pavilions  L  and  M, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $10,650,  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment.  A  conference  has  been  arranged  between  the  Building  Committee, 
the  Bureau  of  Contract  Supervision  and  the  architects  with  a  view  to  a  possible 
modification  of  these  plans. 

Among  improvements  to  the  plant  that  have  been  effected  during  the  past  year 
may  be  mentioned  the  construction  of  a  refrigerating  system  in  the  nurses'  home. 
This  cost  $7,350,  but  it  is  estimated  that  a  saving  of  about  two  thousand  dollars  a 
year  can  be  made  in  the  purchase  of  ice  for  this  building. 

The  roof  wards  of  pavilions  A  and  B  have  been  completed  and  are  now  in  use. 

An  investigation  by  the  Fire  Department  of  the  old  buildings  of  the  hospital 
resulted   in   the   submission  of   a   report   on   November  29th,   ordering  the   immediate 
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removal  of  patients  from  the  upper  stories,  the  evacuation  of  parts  of  the  building 
and  certain  construction  work  to  render  the  remainder  of  the  building  safe.  There 
was  some  ambiguity  about  the  Commissioner's  meaning,  but  it  was  decided  later 
that  with  certain  alterations  to  remedy  defective  conditions  it  would  be  unnecessary 
to  remove  patients  from  any  but  the  top  floors  of  this  building.  Moreover,  these 
floors  would  be  available  for  use  by  able  bodied  persons,  such  as  nurses  and  other 
employees  of  the  hospital.  The  Trustees  took  immediate  action  to  comply  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  and  have  asked  for  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  making  the  improvements  ordered.  The  removal  of  the  drug  store  in  the 
basement  of  the  main  building  and  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the  amphitheatre 
were  determined  upon  immediately.  In  the  meantime  the  Commissioner  has  assented 
to  the  request  of  the  Trustees  for  the  assignment  of  a  fireman  to  the  hospital  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  such  an 
officer  in  the  budget  for  1916. 

MEDICAL  REORGANIZATION. 

The  legislation  asked  for  by  the  Trustees  in  common  with  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  which  would  have  rendered  possible  the  reorganization  of 
the  Medical  Board,  was  defeated  after  having  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 
A  resolution  recalling  it  from  the  Mayor  was  then  passed  and  further  progress 
brought  to  a  standstill.  The  principal  object  of  this  measure  was  to  render  possible 
the  payment  of  certain  medical  chiefs  who  were  to  have  seats  in  the  Medical  Board. 
The  Trustees,  however,  acting  upon  the  advice  of  Doctor  Abraham  Flexner,  the 
Board's  advisor  in  medical  reorganization,  determined  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
reorganization  without  awaiting  further  legislation. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  Board,  acting  upon  their  request,  drew 
up  and  presented  a  plan  for  the  consolidation  of  the  special  services  now  existing 
in  the  hospital,  with  the  design  of  making  each  of  these  services  continuous  with 
one  head.    The  report  when  received  recommended 

(a)  that  the  consolidated  genito-urinary  service  be  assigned  to  the  Second 
Division, 

(b)  that  the  consolidated  gynaecological  service  be  assigned  to  the  Third 
Division, 

(c)  that  the  children's  surgical  service  be  assigned  to  the  Fourth  Division, 
(<J)  that  the  children's  medical  service,  which  had  already  been  consolidated 

in  the  hands  of  the  First  Division,  be  designated  as  a  special  service. 

This  arrangement  was  confirmed  by  the  Trustees,  and  it  was  further  resolved  to 
request  the  Executive  Committee  for  information  regarding  (a)  the  manner  in  which 
the  different  divisions  propose  to  subdivide  the  work  that  may  be  carried  on  under 
the  various  assignments,  and  (b)  the  plan  of  organization  to  be  followed  in  carrying 
out  the  administration  of  the  new  arrangement.  The  several  medical  colleges  con- 
nected with  Bellevue  were  also  asked  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  their  expenditures 
in  connection  with  the  hospital  work. 

The  Trustees  also  resolved  in  future  to  deal  directly  with  the  universities  in 
making  appointments  to  the  several  collegiate  divisions  instead  of  witli  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  universities  on  the  Medical  Board  as  formerly. 

An  additional  Resident  Alienist  to  assist  the  Director  of  the  Alcoholic  and  Psy- 
chopathic Services  during  the  period  from  July  1st  to  December  31st  was  employed, 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities  the  operation  of 
the  Clearing  House  for  Mental  Defectives  has  been  transferred  from  that  depart- 
ment to  Bellevue.  This  was  effected  as  a  temporary  measure  for  the  current  year. 
the  medical  agents  to  remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioner  with  the 
understanding,  however,  that  the  work  will  be  done  hereafter  under  the  jurisdiction 
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of  the  Trustees  in  the  same  manner  now  operative  for  the  examination  and  com- 
mitment of  the  insane,  and  change  in  title  of  the  clinic  was  made  to  "  Clinic  for 
Atypical   Children.'' 

A  kindergarten  class  for  children  under  school  age  exposed  to  tuberculosis  has 
been  authorized  in  the  day  camp  on  the  ferryboat  "  South  field,"  together  with  the 
food   necessary   for   the   children   while   on   the  boat. 

An  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  out-patient  department  by  the  employ- 
ment of  an  additional  registrar,  thus  making  it  possible  to  separate  the  men  from 
the  women  patients  on  their  admission  to  the  dispensary. 

NURSES  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT. 

On  account  of  the  overcrowding  in  the  nurses'  home  a  floor  in  the  adjoining 
Osborn  Hall  has  been  leased  for  sleeping  accommodations  for  the  nurses  at  an 
annual  rental  of  $2,700. 

Two  additional  Social  Service  nurses  have  been  engaged  for  the  purpose  of  fol- 
lowing up  drug  cases  after  their  discharge  from  the  hospital.  Experiments  elsewhere 
have  shown  that  to  "  follow  up  "  work  of  this  type  is  due  a  marked  improvement  in 
hospital  efficiency. 

The  request  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau  for  the  appointment  of  a  solicitor  of 
funds  has  been  allowed,  subject  to  the  condition  that  all  correspondence  and  appeals 
addressed  to  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  to  supply  the  needs  of 
the  bureau  must  first  be  presented  to  the  Trustees  for  their  approval. 

It  has  been  decided  to  open  the  Social  Service  Department  on  Sunday  with  two 
employees  in  charge.  As  this  will  render  necessary  the  appointment  of  additional 
employees,  this  arrangement  has  been  postponed  until  the  first  of  the  year. 

An  additional  Social  Service  nurse  for  the  care  of  Jewish  patients  has  been 
asked  for  in  the  departmental  estimate  for   1916. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  A.  Alexander  Smith  the  hospital  lost  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  distinguished  of  its  practitioners,  whose  loss  to  patients  and  colleagues  alike 
will  be  greatly   felt. 

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL. 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  new  building  to  house  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment of  Gouverneur  Hospital  were  received  on  July  19th,  and  contracts  were  awarded 
as  follows :

At  the  same  time  the  final  contract  with  the  architects,  Messrs.  McKim,  Mead  and 
White  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  their  approval. 

Excavation  for  the  new  building  was  started  on  Monday,  September  "13th,  and 
up  to  date  the  piling  has  been  completed  and  the  work  of  laying  brick  walls  begun. 
The  delivery  of  iron  bases  has  also  been  begun  and  most  of  the  cellar  floor  has 
been  waterproofed.  The  greater  part  of  the  walls  and  column  fittings  are  in  place. 
Permission  has  been  given  to  the  contractor  for  the  plumbing  to  use  boiler  steel 
instead  of  wrought  iron  for  the  suction,  heating  and  hot  water  tanks. 

An  investigation  of  the  old  ferryboat  "  Westfield,"  in  use  as  a  day  camp  for 
tuberculous  patients,  disclosed  the  fact  that  an  expenditure  of  nearly  one  thousand 
dollars  would  be  necessary  to  place  the  boat  in  condition  for  further  use  as  a  camp. 
Before  authorizing  this  expenditure  the  Trustees  decided  to  request  the  Commissioner 
of  Docks  and  Ferries  to  make  an  inspection  to  determine  if  the  boat  was  safe  for 
the  purpose  used,  and  also  if  it  would  be  safe  after  making  the  repairs  for  which 
the   above   mentioned   estimate   had  been   received.     Under   date   of   October  4th,   the 
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Dock  Commissioner  replied  that  the  boat  was  unsafe  in  its  present  position,  and 
could  not  be  make  safe  by  the  repairs  contemplated  by  the  Building  Coinmittec.  Act- 
ing upon  this  report  the  Trustees  took  immediate  steps  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the 
boat.  This  action  of  the  Board,  although  brought  on  by  circumstances  beyond  its 
control,  resulted  in  a  deplorable  scattering  through  the  neighborhood  of  afflicted 
cases,  and  placed  in  jeopardy  the  success  of  a  clinic  which  has  proved  of  the  utmost 
service  to  the  neighborhood.  Steps  were  taken  immediately  to  communicate  with 
railway  and  ferry  companies  in  an  effort  to  obtain  another  boat,  and  one  was  offered 
by  the  College  Point  Ferry  Company  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Inves- 
tigation, however,  by  an  examiner  from  the  Finance  Department  showed  that  this 
boat  was  not  in  any  better  condition  in  so  far  as  the  hull  was  concerned  than  the 
"  Westfield,"  and  the  Comptroller  declined  to  authorize  its  purchase  by  the  City.  In 
the  meanwhile  an  offer  by  Miss  Wald  of  the  Henry  Street  Settlement  for  the  tem- 
porary use  of  the  roof  of  the  Neighborhood  Playhouse  at  466  Grand  Street,  together 
with  the  kitchen  of  that  building,  for  the  children  of  the  clinic  formerly  cared  for 
on  the  "Westfield,"  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  appointment 
of  the  nurse  and  the  cook  formerly  on  the  "  Westfield  "  was  authorized.  Unfortunately 
it  proved  that  the  roof  was  of  no  value  in  very  cold  weather  by  reason  of  the  wind, 
and  the  children  were  moved  from  there  to  the  old  school  house  of  the  Children's 
Aid  Society  at  the  corner  of  East  Broadway  and  Gouverneur  Street.  An  effort  was 
then  made  to  obtain  from  this  society  a  lease  of  several  floors  of  this  building  for 
the  installation  of  the  more  important  activities  of  the  clinic.  The  proposals  of  the 
Trustees  were,  however,  declined  on  the  ground  that  it  might  interfere  with  the 
sale  of  the  building  to  allow  it  to  be  used  by  tuberculous  patients. 

In  despair  at  the  failure  of  all  efforts  to  provide  a  temporary  place  for  the 
clinic,  the  matter  of  repairing  the  "  Westfield "  was  taken  up  anew,  and  a  report 
obtained  from  the  Supervising  Engineer  to  the  effect  that  the  boat  would  have  to 
be  recaulked  and  placed  for  that  purpose  in  dry  dock  at  a  cost  of  about  $48  a  day. 
Simultaneously  with  starting  an  effort  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  for  this  pur- 
pose, an  investigation  was  made  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  hospital  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  a  house  for  the  camp,  without,  however,  any  successful  results.  The 
Board  resolved  to  undertake  these  repairs  as  a  temporary  measure  provided  funds 
could  be  obtained,  having  in  mind  as  the  permanent  solution  of  the  problem  the  occu- 
pation of  a  pier  to  be  constructed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Docks  and  Ferries  at 
Corlears  Street.  The  only  activity  of  the  old  camp  receiving  attention  at  the  present 
time  is  the  children's  open  air  class  and  clinic. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  report  the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  John  H.  Huddleston, 
President  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Gouverneur  Hospital  and  founder  of  the  clinic 
under  discussion.  Dr.  Huddleston  brought  to  his  duties  a  disinterested  attention,  and 
his  loss  is  one  that  cannot  be  easily  replaced  at  this  hospital  and  in  the  various  other 
activities  of  which  his  life  was  so  full. 

A  rule  has  been  adopted  limiting  the  medical  appointees  in  the  out-patient  de- 
partment to  a  single  clinic  upon  which  the  record  of  their  attendance  will  be  based. 
They  will  be  received  as  voluntary  assistants  in  other  clinics  and  a  separate  record 
kept  of  such  services,  but  it  will  not  be  considered  as  connected  with  their  regular 
duty  to  the  dispensary. 

Permission  for  the  use  of  the  out-patient  department  one  evening  a  month  for 
the  meetings  of  the  Clinical  Conference  of  Gouverneur  Hospital  and  Out-Patient 
Department  has  been  granted. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Medical  Board  a  genito-urinary  clinic  has  been  opened 
in  the  out-patient  department  on  the  afternoons  of  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday 
from  4  to  6  P.  M 

On  the  same  recommendation  the  position  of  Resident  Obstetrician  for  a  service 
of  six  months,  without  salary,  has  been  approved. 
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The  establishment  of  a  rectal  clinic  and  the  creation  of  the  place  of  Neurologist 
to  the  Hospital  have  been  approved  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  have  secured  the  lease  of  the  top  floor  of  No.  203  Monroe  Street, 
to  be  used  as  an  addition  to  the  houses  now  occupied  as  a  nurses'  residence.  This 
will  add  four  sleeping  rooms,  toilet,  etc.,  to  the  accommodations  previously  available. 

HARLEM  HOSPITAL. 

The  new  nurses'  residence  was  formally  opened  on  April  15th.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  retain  the  houses  previously  occupied  by  the  nurses  in  West  136th  Street 
for  the  housing  of  employees  while  the  dormitories  are  being  remodeled. 

The  new  ward  wing,  certified  as  ready  by  J.  H.  Freedlander,  the  architect,  was 
formally  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Trustees  on  April  6th.  This  building 
was  finished  with  unusual  care  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  work  of  the  con- 
tractor, P.  J.  Brennan  and  Son. 

When  the  bids  for  the  equipment  of  the  Harlem  Hospital  equipment  were  re- 
ceived, it  was  found  that  the  lowest  was  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  allowed,  and 
it  was  therefore  necessary  to  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  in  such  form  as  to  in- 
dicate clearly  that  awards  would  be  made  on  separate  line  items. 

Corporate  stock  in  the  amount  of  $25,000  was  voted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  equiping  the  new  wing.  Bids 
were  received  on  October  18th,  but  action  deferred  in  order  to  permit  an  analysis 
of  the  estimates.  On  November  9th,  the  lowest  bids  on  a  number  of  items  were 
accepted  and  others  on  which  the  prices  were  too  high  rejected.  New  proposals  re- 
ceived on  November  24th  disclosed  the  fact  that  low  bids  for  any  one  contract  did 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars.  It  was  therefore  unnecessary  for  the  department 
to  enter  into  formal  contracts  and  the  General  Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed 
to  purchase  the  articles  at  the  prices  quoted. 

Bids  for  the  alterations  to  the  main  building  of  the  hospital,  rendered  necessary 
to  effect  connection  with  the  new  wing,  were  received  on  January  15th,  together 
with  bids  for  the  plumbing  and  gasfitting  work,  but  were  rejected  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  from  the  architect.  Consideration  of  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  prompted  the  rejection  of  the  second  set  of  bids  received  on  February 
5th.  At  the  third  bidding  on  March  5th,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder  on  General  Construction  to  A.  W.  King,  in  the  sum  of  $22,578,  and  for  the 
plumbing  work  to  William  Messer  for  $5,393. 

The  contract  for  the  heating  and  ventilating  work  in  the  power  house  and  ambu- 
lance station  was  awarded  on  January  19th,  to  M.  J.  Callahan  Company,  in  the  sum 
of  $8,237,  and  that  for  the  plumbing  work  to  P.  F.  Kenny  for  $1,891. 

Bids  were  received  on  January  29th  for  reconstructing  the  electric  lighting  sys- 
tem of  the  main  building,  but  these  had  to  be  rejected  on  account  of  an  error  in  the 
estimate  of  the  lowest  bidder  and  for  other  reasons.  New  bids  were  received  on 
February  2nd  for  this  purpose,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Frank  Nebeling,  in  the 
sum  of  $4,401. 

Bids  for  the  completion  of  the  abandoned  contract  for  the  construction  of  the 
power  house  and  ambulance  station  were  received  on  May  17th,  and  that  of  the 
lowest  bidder,  William  Werner,  in  the  sum  of  $45,626,  was  accepted. 

The  lowest  bidder  on  the  contract  for  the  alterations  to  the  machine  room,  coal 
vault  and  storage  room,  the  Andrews  Building  Company,  received  this  contract.  The 
lowest  bidder  for  the  plumbing  work  in  these  buildings  was  P.  F.  Kenny  Company, 
who  received  the  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,186. 

Most  of  these  contractors  for  work  under  way  at  Harlem  Hospital  have  made 
requests  for  extensions  of  time  on  their  contracts.  These  contracts  are  all  inter- 
dependent, and  it  was  not  always  possible  to  give  the  contractor  immediate  access 
to  the  place  where  the  work  was  to  be  done.     In  consideration  of  this  situation  the 
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Trustees  have  found  themselves  compelled  at  different  intervals  to  grant  extensions 
of  time  asked  for,  such  requests  having  been  recommended  by  the  architect  and  the 
Building  Committee  in  each  instance.  The  failure  of  the  Tower  Construction  Com- 
pany  to  carry  out  the  general  contract  is  responsible  for  much  of  this  condition. 

it  has  been  decided  to  restore  the  Medical  Board  room  to  its  original  size  and 
to  set  aside  for  the  use  of  students  the  room  on  the  third  floor  corresponding  to  the 
sitting  room  of  the  house  staff  on  the  fourth  floor. 

A  dental  interne  has  been  appointed  to  the  hospital. 

Two  places  of  Adjunct  Assistant  Visiting  Obstetricians  have  been  created  in 
connection  with  the  out-patient  department. 

It  has  been  decided  to  permit  certain  operations  under  general  anaesthesia  by 
qualified  operators  in  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinics  of  the  out-patient  department, 
such  patients  to  be  allowed  to  remain  when  necessary  in  the  accident  ward  until  fully 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  anaesthesia. 

The  suggestion  made  by  the  New  York  City  Visiting  Committee  for  the  creation 
of  a  separate  gynaecological  service  at  Harlem  Hospital  was  submitted  to  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  hospital,  but  failed  to  receive  their  approval. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  the  position  of  Resident  Patholo- 
gist to  the  hospital  has  been  created. 

FORDHAM  HOSPITAL. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  report  the  death  on  February  20th,  1915,  of  Miss  Lulu 
Jones,  Supervising  Nurse  and  Acting  Superintendent  of  Fordham  Hospital.  Miss 
Jones  had  been  in  charge  of  the  hospital  for  the  past  two  years,  and  for  many  years 
before  that  rendered  faithful  service  to  the  city  in  connection  with  Bellevue  and  its 
dependencies.  Miss  Malmgren  has  been  transferred  from  Harlem  to  take  her  place 
as  Supervising  Nurse  at  Fordham  Hospital. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  have  decided  to 
create  a  staff  of  Adjunct  Assistant  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

A  dental  interne  has  been  appointed  to  the  hospital. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  physicians,  who  will  attend  faithfully  the  out- 
patient classes  at  this  hospital,  and  the  Trustees  have  requested  the  Medical  Board 
to  make  every  effort  they  deem  proper  to  obtain  the  additional  men  needed  for  this 
service.  In  this  connection  the  decision  of  the  Medical  Board  to  employ  the  services 
of  undergraduates  as  assistants  in  the  out-patient  department  has  received  the  approval 
of  the  Trustees  and  has  been  recommended  to  the  Medical  Boards  of  the  other  hos- 
pitals in  the  department. 

The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  dated  July  16th.  placed  Fordham 
Hospital  in  class  I,  both  as  to  plant  and  administration.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SLTKRIXTEXDENT. 

ACTIVITIES-  OF  HOSPITALS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1915. 

On  January  1,  1915,  the  number  of  patients  under  treatment  in  the  hospitals 
of   the   Department   were   as    follows : 

Bellevue    1,333 

Harlem    209 

Fordham     165 

Gouverneur    189 

Total    1,896 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year,  66,358  patients. 
There  were  discharged,  died  and  transferred,  64,504  patients. 
There  remained  under  treatment,  December  31,  1915,  1,854  patients. 
The  average  number  of  days'  treatment  was  11.17. 
The  per  capita  cost  per  day  was  $1.72. 

The  most  important  extension  of  the  Department's  work  during  the  year  was 
the  opening,  on  April  16th,  of  the  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital  for  Children.  This 
hospital,  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  forms  of  tuberculosis 
other  than  pulmonary,  was  built  and  equipped  by  the  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor  with  funds  obtained  for  the  purpose  from  individuals.  The 
city  provided  the  site  for  the  building  with  the  understanding  that  upon  its  comple- 
tion the  maintenance  and  administration  would  be  assumed  by  this  Department. 

The  hospital  was  formally  opened  by  the  transfer  of  forty-one  patients  from 
the  Sea  Breeze  Hospital  at  Coney  Island.  Sixty-one  children  have  since  been  ad- 
mitted, showing  the  great  need  of  suitable  provision  for  such  cases. 

Applicants  for  admission  are  examined  at  Bellevue  Hospital  by  the  Attending 
Surgeon  to  the  hospital.  To  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases,  all  admissions  are  kept  under  observation  for  two  weeks. 

The  administration  of  the  hospital  has  been  a  most  difficult  problem  for  the 
Resident  Superintendent  and  assistants,  owing  to  the  very  inadequate  equipment 
supplied  and  the  necessity  of  supplementing  or  replacing  the  same  after  the  hospital 
was  opened.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  confronting  them  on  all  sides  the  school 
work  has  been  carried  on  since  May  1st.  There  was  no  interruption  in  the  treat- 
ment the  children  were  receiving,  except  on  the  day  of  the  transfer,  heliotherapy 
being  given  either  on  the  porches  or  roof-wards  to  all  bed  cases  by  exposure  of  the 
entire  body  from  April  17th  to  December  10th ;  since  December  10th  the  lesions  only 
have  been  exposed  on  the  days  free  from  high  winds.  Salt  water  bathing  began  early 
in  June  and  continued  until  the  last  week  of  September.  The  general  health  of  the 
staff  and  children  has  steadily  improved.  Only  two  cases  of  infectious  disc; re- 
developed during  the  year.  A  nurse  developed  diphtheria  early  in  May,  making  a 
good  recovery  following  her  transfer  to  Minttirn  Hospital:  the  second  case,  one  of 
the  children,  developed  in  December.  Neither  of  these  patients  had  been  e 
so  far  as  could  be  ascertained;  therefore  the  source  of  the  infection  is  unknown.  One 
death  occurred,  due  to  acute  miliary  tuberculosis. 

Much  additional  equipment  in  every  department  of  this  hospital  is  needed,  and 
much  money  must  be  expended  to  bring  it  up  to  a  proper  standard.  Miss  J.  T.  W. 
Brass,  for  years  Superintendent  of  the  Sea  Breeze  Hospital,  was  on  April  16th,  trans- 
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ferred  to  the  position  of  Superintendent  at  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital.  From  an  eligible 
list  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  Dr.  Percy  Roberts  was  appointed  At- 
tending Surgeon  to  succeed  Dr.  Whitbeck. 

At  Gouverneur  the  work  continues  to  grow;  it  is  felt  that  no  more  can  be 
undertaken  until  the  facilities  are  increased.  Construction  of  the  new  Out  Patient 
Department  building  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  promises  to  be  completed 
within  the  year.  An  increase  of  13,000  in  the  number  treated  in  this  department 
this  year  shows  the  urgent  need  for  new  quarters.  In  the  old  building  tile  floors 
were  laid  in  the  main  corridors,  replacing  the  unsightly  composition  flooring.  Other 
necessary  repairs  and  replacements  have  been  made  throughout  the  hospital.  An 
additional  floor  of  a  house  adjoining  those  used  for  the  Nurses'  Home  was  obtained 
during  the  year.  This  materially  relieved  the  congestion,  but  a  new  building  for 
this  purpose  is  most  urgently  needed.  Abandonment  of  the  boat  "  Westfield,"  has 
temporarily  disorganized  the  work  at  the  Day  Camp.  It  is  hoped  that  a  new  boat 
will  be  procured  at  an  early  date. 

At  Harlem  the  additions  to  the  existing  buildings  noted  in  last  year's  report  are 
practically  completed.  The  Nurses'  Home  opened  early  in  the  year  has  been  found 
most  satisfactory.  The  additional  wards  provided  in  the  new  wing  not  only  relieve 
the  overcrowding  in  the  older  wards,  but  give  additional  space  in  the  Out  Patient 
Department. 

Fordham  Hospital  shows  an  increasing  demand  for  additional  facilities  properly 
to  care  for  many  coming  to  it  for  relief.  The  census  of  the  Bronx  is  growing 
rapidly.  The  women's  surgical  ward  has  been  very  much  overcrowded,  the  census 
at  all  times  exceeding  the  capacity. 

The  Training  School  for  Midwives  continues  to  grow,  and  is  now  firmly  estab- 
lished as  a  Training  School  for  women  wishing  to  take  up  this  training.  Requests 
are  received  each  day  from  cities  throughout  the  United  States  for  information 
regarding   its   organization,   methods   of   administration,    etc. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  Pavilions  I  and  K,  L  and  M,  comprising  the  surgical 
wards  of  the  new  Bellevue,  were  completed  and  occupied.  The  transfer  of  patients 
from  the  wards  of  the  old  building,  while  involving  much  work,  was  accomplished 
without  incident.  The  occupancy  of  these  wards  presents  more  urgently  than  ever 
the  need  for  completing  the  proposed  new  Bellevue  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 
The  problems  of  administration  are  multiplied  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  increased 
by  reason  of  the  widely  separated  units.  Food  must  be  taken  from  one  to  three  city 
blocks  after  being  prepared.  The  admitting  department  and  baths  are  still  and  must 
continue  in  the  old  building;  this  necessitates  a  long  trip  to  the  ward  by  the  patient 
after  admission,  all  of  which  increases  the  number  of  employees  necessary  for  the 
proper   administration  of   the  hospital. 

During  the  year  internes  for  the  Dental  Department  were  appointed  at  each  of 
the  hospitals.  Bellevue  now  has  three.  The  teeth  of  each  child  admitted  to  the 
hospital  receive  attention.  All  fractured  jaw  cases  are  attended  by  the  Dental 
Surgeons  and  such  available  time  as  remains  the  interne  gives  to  the  other  patients 
in  the  hospital  and   Out  Patient  Department. 

The  open  air  class  for  crippled  children  was  given  up;  in  its  place  was  estab- 
lished a  kindergarten  in  the  open  for  children  predisposed  to  tuberculosis.  It  is  too 
early  to  make  a  report  on  the  results  of  this  experiment,  but  it  is  felt  it  will  prove 
most  beneficial. 

Reports  by  the  General  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  the  Director  of  the  Psycho- 
pathic and  Alcoholic  Services,  and  the  Directors  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory  and 
Radiographic  Departments  are  attached  hereto  and  present  in  detail  the  work  of  those 
departments  for  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOPATHIC  AND  ALCOHOLIC  SERVICES. 

This  report  is  a  statistical  statement  only,  showing  merely  the  number  of  admis- 
sions and  discharges  and  the  movement  of  the  population  through  these  wards.  The 
clinical,  as  well  as  important  administrative  matters  relating  to  the  new  organization 
of  these  services  will  he  discussed  in  a  separate  report. 


PSYCHOPATHIC  DEPARTMENT.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  LAB<  JKA'I  "I  IRIES. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  will  he  found  in  tabulated  form  on  the 
accompanying  pages.  The  tabulations  were  compiled  from  the  bi-monthly  reports  of 
the  Director  on  the  work  of  the  lahoratory  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shows 
the  numher  of  deaths  for  the  year  in  the  hospital,  the  numher  of  coroners'  cases, 
the  number  of  autopsies  performed,  the  number  of  Wassermann  reactions  or  hlood 
tests  made,  the  surgical  specimens  examined,  blood  cultures  made,  and  the  number 
of  chemical  analyses  performed.  Under  the  heading  "miscellaneous,"  there  are  in- 
cluded a  series  of  routine  laboratory  tests  which  cannot  be  readily  subdivided.  Under 
this  heading  the  routine  examinations  of  feces  and  urines  of  the  convalescent  patients 
of  Bellevue  and  the  allied  hospitals  are  included.  As  in  the  past,  these  examinations 
have  been  made  in  the  lahoratory  of  Bellevue  Hospital.

The  Bellevue  laboratory  examined  118  surgical  specimens  and  miscellaneous 
specimens  for  Gouverneur  Hospital,  and  during  the  summer  months  22  specimens 
were  examined  from  Fordham  Hospital.  The  laboratory  also  performed  236  Wasser- 
mann  reactions   for   Gouverneur   Hospital,  and  3   for   Harlem   Hospital. 

On  April  26th,  Dr.  Alexander  O.  Gettler  was  appointed  pathological  chemist  to 
fill  the  vacancy  created  on  March  17th  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  E.  E.  Butterfield. 

The  position  of  Assistant  Director  of  Laboratories  left  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Cyrus  W.  Field  on  November  20th,  has  not  been  filled. 

The  large  chemical  room  on  the  fourth  floor  is  still  in  use  for  the  serological 
investigations  of  the  research  hureau  of  the  Department  of  Health,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  William  H.  Park.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  TRAINING  SCHOOL^  FOR 

NURSES. 

Constructive  Changes. 

After  more  than  two  years  of  work  the  new  Surgical  Pavilions  1  and  K  and 
L  and  M  were  finally  sufficiently  settled  by  November  29th,  1915,  to  receive  the  first 
transfer  of  patients  from  the  old  building.  During  the  succeeding  two  months  twenty- 
seven  wards,  representing  over  five  hundred  patients,  were  successfully,  and  without 
accident,  transferred  to  the  new  wards.  Owing  to  the  condemnation  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  upper  floors  of  the  old  Building,  it  was  necessary  to  move  seven 
wards  into  vacated  wards  on  the  lower  floors,  until  those  in  the  new  building  were 
ready  for  occupancy ;  this  necessitated  moving  many  of  the  patients  twice. 

The  opening  and  organization  of  the  work  in  these  new  Pavilions,  closing  old 
wards,  inventorying  and  storing  equipment  left  in  the  old  wards,  providing  nursing 
care  and  proper  supervision  of  patients  in  Pavilions  A  and  B,  tuberculosis  and  con- 
tagious wards,  alcoholic  and  psychopathic  wards,  representing,  approximately  eight 
hundred  patients,  brought  a  very  serious  strain  upon  the  strength  and  endurance  of 
the  supervising  and  nursing  staff. 

Harlem  Hospital.  In  addition  to  securing  a  comfortable  and  pleasant  home  with 
separate  dining  hall  and  kitchen,  together  with  suitable  class  and  lecture  rooms,  it  is 
a  pleasure  to  note  the  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  nurses.  A  part  of  the  new 
wing  has  been  occupied,  while  constructive  changes  were  being  made  in  the  old  wings. 
The  equipment  delayed  many  months  is  now  being  received.  The  necessity  for  a 
much  larger  nursing  staff  is  apparent  with  the  opening  of  the  new  wards. 

Fordham  Hospital.  No  changes  of  importance  from  the  nursing  standpoint  have 
been  made.  The  necessity,  however,  for  a  wing  to  the  Nurses'  Residence,  with  suit- 
able class  and  lecture  rooms  is  very  evident.  Part  of  the  Staff  is  living  in  a  rented 
house  and  the  present  Residence  is  overcrowded. 

Gouvcrncur  Hospital.  A  Nurses'  Residence  is  greatly  needed.  The  old  houses 
on  Monroe  Street,  rented  for  the  purpose,  are  inconvenient  and  unsuitable.  The 
affiliating  schools,  upon  which  we  depend  for  our  nursing  staff,  criticize  the  absence 
of  proper  class  and  lecture  rooms,  and  the  unsatisfactory  accommodations  that  are 
provided. 

Bellevue  Hospital.  The  need  of  an  extension  to  the  Nurses'  Residence,  empha- 
sized in  last  year's  report,  is  still  imperative.  Forty-three  graduate  nurses  employed 
at  Bellevue  are  living  outside,  either  in  quarters  rented  by  the  Hospital,  or  by  special 
salary  allowance  for  such. 

Graduating  Exercises. 

Graduating  Exercises  were  held  at  the  Nurses'  Residence  April  21st,  at  8:30  P.  M. 
Doctor  John  W.  Brannan,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presided.  Reports 
were  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  by  the  General  Superin- 
tendent of  Training  Schools.  The  address  to  the  graduating  class  was  made  by  Doc- 
tor Simon  Flexner.     Diplomas  were  awarded  to   forty-one  graduates. 

Pupil  Nurse  Instruction. 

Three  groups  of  pupils  entered  during  the  year. 

March  15th,  sixteen  reported;  seven  withdrew.  This  group,  combined  with  the 
section  of  September  and  December,  1914,  make  up  the  present  intermediate  class  of 
forty-one  pupils. 
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The  number  of  inquiries  for  the  pupil  nurse  course  has  increased  in  number  and 
improved  in  quality.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  maintenance  of  rigid  entrance  require- 
ments, the  provision  of  excellent  class  instruction,  a  pleasant,  comfortable  Residence, 
good  food  and  careful  oversight. 

The  School  now  has  136  pupils  and  plans  are  being  made  to  admit  a  large  class 
in  March.  The  class  work  is  given  by  the  members  of  the  Supervisory  Staff,  one 
trained  instructor,  a  graduate  of  Teachers'  College,  a  paid  corps  of  medical  lecturers, 
a  resident  dietitian  and  two  senior  students  from  Teachers'  College,  who  have  been 
in  residence  in  return  for  maintenance.  One  such  scholarship  has  also  been  allowed 
at  Harlem  Hospital,  and  has  greatly  aided  and  improved  the  quality  of  nurse  instruc- 
tion there.  Classes  in  Italian  and  German  have  been  regularly  conducted  and  well 
attended. 

Post  Graduate   Instruction. 

The  number  of  post  graduates  applying  for  special  courses  remains  about  the 
same.  The  number  admitted  has  been  reduced  in  favor  of  the  student  nurse  fiom 
affiliating  schools.  The  requests  for  affiliation  from  schools  in  as  well  as  outside 
the  state  continues.  The  longer  affiliations  for  six,  nine,  ten  and  twelve  months  are 
given  the  preference.     They  are  distributed  according  to  schedule :

Harlem   12

These  Schools  keep,  approximately,  140  pupils  at  Bellevue  and  its  allied  hospitals,  re- 
placing them  automatically. 

School  for  Attendants. 

The  continued  usefulness  of  this  School  is  best  demonstrated  by  the  absence  of 
complaints  from  patients,  the  stability  and  general  atmosphere  of  competency  noted 
in  the  wards  where  these  pupils  and  the  graduates  are  employed.  Twenty-five  pupils 
completed,  with  satisfaction,  the  course  of  two  years.  Twelve  went  to  Butler  Hos- 
pital, Providence,  R.  I.,  to  continue  their  course  and  secure  a  diploma  as  nurse.  On 
December  31st,  1915,  fifty-three  pupils  were  in  the  School.  Six  graduates  from  the 
School  were  employed  in  the  Psychopathic  and  Alcoholic  Wards ;  one  in  the  Operat- 
ing Rooms.  Three  pupils  from  the  Butler  School  entered  for  a  one  year's  general 
course. 

Social  Service. 

This  Department  fills  such  an  important  place  in  the  administrative  and  nursing 
scheme  of  the  hospitals  that  a  special  report  covering  its  activities  will  be  found 
elsewhere.  The  introduction  of  probationers  for  two  weeks  during  the  preliminary 
course  to  the  Department  was  started  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  young 
pupil  an  insight  into  the  social  needs  of  the  patients  admitted  to  the  hospitals  and 
the  functions  of  the  Social  Service  Department. 

Health  of  Nurses. 
Sixty-seven  nurses  received  typhoid  vaccine.     We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report 
two   cases   of  typhoid   fever   among  the  nurses ;   one,   a  pupil  who   did  not   receive 
the  immunizing  dose  of  vaccine  and  one  graduate  nurse  who  had  received  the  vaccine 
a  year  previously  in  another  Institution.     Both  made  good  recoveries.

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REPORT    OF    SOCIAL    SERVICE   BUREAU. 

The  work  of  the  Evening  Class  for  Cardiacs,  which  formed  the  chief  feature  of 
the  report  last  year,  has  been  continued  and  with  the  added  satisfaction  of  having 
almost  the  entire  time  of  one  worker  given  to  it. 

The  interest  in  cardiac  diseases  which  has  been  growing  steadily  in  the  com- 
munity has  been  crystallized  recently  in  the  form  of  an  incorporated  society — to  be 
known  as  an  "  Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Heart  Disease."  Bellevue 
and  its  allied  hospitals  have  a  good  representation  among  the  founders. 

In  June,  1915,  it  was  decided  to  give  Cardiac  Children  special  attention.  Seventy- 
six  cardiac  children  were  sent  from  the  wards  and  clinics  of  Bellevue  and  allied 
hospitals  to  the  country  homes,  Pelham  Manor,  Fresh  Air  Home,  and  to  Dr.  Wilcox's 
Convalescent  Home  at  Rahway.  Both  hopeful  and  advanced  cases  were  chosen  for  the 
test.  Since  their  return  they  have  been  followed  up  by  frequent  home  visiting  to  give 
directions  to  the  parents  in  regard  to  proper  food,  fresh  air,  proper  rest,  restraint 
of  violent  exercise,  etc.  It  is  rare  to  find  a  parent  unwilling  to  co-operate  with  the 
worker  in  following  out  directions,  and  in  bringing  the  child  back  to  the  Dispensary 
for  periodical  examinations.  Owing  to  poverty  or  crowded  homes,  it  has  seemed 
wise  in  some  instances  to  keep  a  child  in  the  country  for  an  indefinite  time,  and  on 
several  occasions  the  same  child  has  been  allowed  to  go  for  several  successive  periods 
with  beneficial  results  in  most  cases.  The  average  stay  for  each  child  at  both  Pelham 
Manor  and  Rahway  is  about  thirty  days. 

Of  the  seventy-six  children  sent  to  the  country  and  having  special  attention,  forty- 
three  returned  to  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  September  term  stronger  and  much 
improved  and  have  been  able  to  continue  in  their  classes.  Two  improved,  but  were 
not  able  to  return  to  school  at  once,  and  one  is  not  yet  well  enough  to  attend  school. 
Twenty-one  who  were  sent  to  these  homes  in  November  and  December  are  so  much 
improved  that  all  but  two  will  be  able  to  return  to  school  January  1st.  One  child, 
an  advanced  case,  died.  Three  children  are  now  in  the  hospital — too  far  advanced 
to  be  benefited  by  going  to  the  country;  three  are  still  there  for  an  indefinite  stay. 
One  child, — and  advanced  case, — has  been  accepted  at  the  Home  for  Crippled  and  In- 
curable Children ;  and  one  has  been  accepted  at  the  Montefiore  Home. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  these  children. 

In  addition  to  this  work,  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  other  delicate  children 
were  sent  to  Convalescent  and  Fresh  Air  Homes. 

In  order  to  find  out  the  prevalence  of  heart  disease  in  school  children,  some 
members  of  our  Child  Welfare  Committee,  by  arrangement  with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  the  Board  of  Education,  interested  several  physicians,  oculists  and  dentists 
to  conduct  a  summer  clinic  for  the  thorough  physical  examination  of  1,333  school 
children.  Of  these  children  5.7%  were  found  to  have  some  form  of  cardiac  affection. 
This  led  to  the  establishment  of  a  special  clinic  for  cardiac  children  in  the  Bellevue 
Out-Patient   Department. 

At  Gouverneur  the  cardiac  problem  centered  on  young  adults,  chiefly  men  of  the 
laboring  class,  admitted  to  the  hospital  with  acute  heart  trouble,  or  who  were  de- 
veloping heart  disease  as  a  result  of  some  other  acute  illness.  The  attention  of  the 
Committee  was  repeatedly  called  to  these  cases  because  no  convalescent  care  could  be 
provided  for  them  and  no  suitable  occupation  secured,  in  the  majority  of  instances, 
upon  their  discharge  from  the  hospital.  Out  of  this  situation  grew  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Sharon,  in  the  establishment  of  which  the  Gouverneur  Committee  took  a 
very  active  part. 
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TO  QUOTE  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THAT  COMMITTEE. 

"  That  the  experiment  of  providing  adequate,  prolonged,  convalescent  care  for 
cardiac  cases,  in  combination  with  industrial  training,  under  strict  medical  supervision, 
was  a  success,  those  who  have  studied  the  Sharon  Home  can  heartily  testify.  Perhaps 
no  better  testimony  could  be  given  than  that  of  the  men  themselves,  living  evidence  of 
the  success  of  the  treatment.  Of  all  the  cases  remaining  in  residence  at  Sharon  over 
one  month,  only  two  failed  physically  to  improve,  and  those  were  serious  cases 
selected  with  much  misgiving.  The  Sharon  Home  was  a  unique  establishment  and 
was  relinquished  with  reluctance." 

The  workshop  represents  the  most  difficult  phase  of  the  entire  experiment, — the 
employment  of  graduates, — and  its  wonderful  development,  in  spite  of  staggering 
difficulties,  presents  the  greatest  encouragement  for  the  future.  Started  without 
endowment,  and  conducted  at  first,  of  necessity,  in  a  most  casual  and  amateurish 
fashion,  the  Sharonware  Workshop  now  occupies  an  entire  building  at  84  Lexington 
Avenue,  with  a  Manager  and  two  Foremen,  and  employs  twenty-rive  handicapped 
workmen,  engaged  in  the  cement  work  and  in  basketry,  at  wages  ranging  from  $7 
to  $15  a  week.  The  house  itself,  recently  secured  and  renovated,  represents  the  dream 
of  a  "  Central  Workshop "  realized  at  last.  The  building  is  admirably  adapted  to 
the  purpose.  The  cellar  is  used  for  storage,  and  the  basement  and  yard  for  the 
cement  work  which  can  "  weather  "  out  of  doors.  On  the  main  floor  are  the  office 
and  show-room,  and  the  plaster  studio  where  new  molds  are  constantly  being  made  up. 
The  basketry  shop  occupies  the  entire  second  floor,  two  large  light  work-rooms.  On 
the  top  floor  two  of  the  older  workmen  have  their  bedrooms,  paying  the  shop  the  same 
rent  they  previously  paid  elsewhere,  and  in  the  front  is  a  large  "  club-room,"  com- 
fortably furnished  through  the  interest  of  one  of  the  Trustees,  where  the  men  can 
read  and  rest  in  their  hours  off.  The  whole  establishment  is  alive  with  business 
activity — sales  for  191 S  approximated  $7,000 — but  its  best  result  is  the  condition  of 
the  men.  It  is  true  that  two  of  our  men  died  last  year  of  pneumonia ;  but  with  that 
exception  there  has  not  been  a  serious  illness  among  them,  although  hardly  a  man 
had  been  able  to  work  previously  without  more  or  less  frequent  breaks  in  cardiac 
compensation.  Although  the  physical  well-being  of  the  workmen,  even  with  relatively 
long  hours  of  work,  is  the  most  gratifying  and  convincing  result  of  the  workshop, 
nevertheless  its  practical  success  from  a  business  standpoint  is  most  encouraging. 
At  this  moment,  it  is  the  only  workshop  known  to  us  in  this  country,  employing  only 
handicapped  workmen,  which  is  attempting  to  meet  its  own  overhead  expense  and 
cost  of  operation  from  the  actual  proceeds  of  its  work. 

The  Child  Welfare  Committee  has  been  instrumental  in  having  established  a 
special  Vaginitis  Clinic,  for  which  the  salary  of  a  social  worker  has  been  contributed 
by  a  member  of  the  Committee.

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*  Of  this  group  of  cases  two  or  three  were  probably  infections  contracted  in  the  hospitals,  but 
in  many  of  the  cases  showing  hospital  treatment  it  proves  to  be  a  fact  that  the  disease  was  first 
discovered  on  admission  to  the  hospital.  In  such  cases  the  mother  often  attributes  the  disease  to 
hospital   infection,   whereas  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  source  is   undoubtedly  at  home. 

In  the  Psychopathic  Division  the  Social  Service  workers  have  been  able  in  many 
cases  through  home  investigation  and  talks  with  relatives  and  friends  (while  the 
patient  was  in  the  observation  ward)  to  bring  information  to  the  physicians  which 
has  been  helpful  in  this  examination  of  the  patient's  mental  condition. 

Weekly  clinics  for  the  instruction  of  members  of  the  staff  and  for  the  four  social 
service  workers  in  this  department,  have  been  held  by  Dr.  Gregory  during  the  latter 
half  of  this  year. 

Since  the  1st  of  August  two  special  workers  have  been  assigned  to  work  among 
the  drug-users.     The  report  of  their  investigations  and  follow-up  work  follows :

Deaths- 
No  deaths  are  known  to  have  occurred  among  the  above  284  patients. 

Since  August,  1915,  we  have  followed  up,  or  investigated,  202  cases.  Of  this 
number  forty-six,  or  22%,  have  so  far  (Dec.  31,  1915)  not  returned  to  the  use  of 
the  drug,  judging  from  their  personal  appearance  and  from  the  evidence  obtainable. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  information  gained  and  the  results  of  our 
follow-up   work  with  these  cases, 

Characteristics  of  Drug-Users.  The  most  pronounced  characteristic  is  a  mental 
inertia,  which  seemed  to  show  itself  even  in  childhood  in  a  disposition  to  shirk  simple 
school  tasks  and  in  habits  of  truancy  which  led  to  the  irresponsible  life  of  the  streets 
and  to  a  failure  to  graduate  from  even  the  elementary  schools.  Few  care  for  or 
attend  church.    There  is  a  certain  lack  of  buoyancy  of  mind,  which  the  drug  supplies. 

Nationality.  The  majority  of  the  patients  are  born  in  the  United  States,  and  of 
these  the  majority  of  the  parents  were  native  born. 

How  the  Habit  u-as  Acquired.  The  men  patients  tell  us  that  they  usually  ac- 
quire the  habit  by  having  the  drug  offered  to  them  by  associates,  or  by  frequenters 
of  disreputable  houses.  Distributors  on  the  street,  both  men  and  women,  make  a 
regular  business  of  offering  the  drug  free  at  first  in  order  to  add  to  their  clientele: 
they  keep  informed  of  the  whereabouts  of  their  customers ;  they  even  keep  track 
of  the  probable  time  a  new  supply  will  be  needed  and  pursue  the  users  to  their 
homes ;  some  make  the  rounds  of  the  house  at  regular  intervals  to  give  the  drug 
hypodermically.  Some  of  our  patients  have  been  tempted  even  on  the  way  from 
the  hospital  to  their  homes.  The  users  are  usually  found  in  well-defined  neighbor- 
hoods in  New  York,  and  are  for  the  most  part  acquainted  with  each  other. 

Drug  Used  and  Manner  of  Taking.  Of  the  202  cases  followed  up,  or  investi- 
gated, five  have  taken  cocaine  as  well  'as  heroin  or  morphine.  Heroin  is  the  popular 
drug,  especially  with  young  men.  Some  take  it  by  snuffing,  some  hypodermically. 
One  patient  stated  that  hypodermic  syringes  could  be  bought  for  fifteen  cents  at  the 
place  where  he  purchased  the  drug. 

Industrial  Effect  on  the  Men.  Communications  from  employers  indicate  that  the 
men  do  not  seem  to  do  inferior  work,  but  lose  their  jobs  through  arriving  late  in 
the  morning.  When  discharged  they  lose  ambition  and  sink  to  the  level  of  the  gang 
distributor,  thus  eking  out  their  miserable   existence. 
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Docs  the  Iioylan  Law  Lessen  the  Evil?  Patients  state  that  the  drug  is  just  as 
easily  obtained  as  formerly,  but  that  it  is  much  more  expensive.  Many  admit  that 
the  increased  expense  of  the  drug  drove  them  to  take  the  cure.  Eight  of  the  202 
patients  admit  having  obtained  it  from  practising  physicians.  The  rest  state  that 
they  got  it  from  street  gangs,  disreputable  houses,  cheap  dance  halls,  and  the  dis- 
tributors known  only  to  the  users,  as  described  above.  The  women  drug  users  are 
of  two  classes — the  acknowledged  prostitute  class,  and  the  married  women  who  have 
acquired  the  habit  through  illness.  The  Boylan  Law  has  helped  this  latter  class 
tremendously,  as  they  cannot  now  get  their  prescriptions  renewed — and  as  they  belong 
to  respectable  families  the  distributors  do  not  reach  them. 

The  Follow-up  Work  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau.  The  middle-aged  single  men 
do  not  give  true  addresses,  nor  do  they  return  to  their  former  lodgings ;  they  seem 
to  prefer  their  freedom  of  action,  and  give  no  opportunity  for  assistance.  The 
younger  men  who  have  worthy  wives  or  mothers  have  received  the  most  attention 
as  they  furnish  the  most  hopeful  material.  Since  taking  the  cure  many  of  these  men 
realize  the  difference  in  their  improved  condition,  and  are  apparently  sincere  in  their 
desire  not  to  return  to  the  use  of  the  drug.  Home  visits  have  been  made  to  every 
patient  having  a  home,  and  in  many  cases  have  visited  the  family  weekly.  The 
visits  and  advice  are  always  well  received  and  seemingly  valued.  In  many  cases 
the  relatives  write  and  ask  for  further  advice,  and  seem  to  depend  on  our  judgment. 

Institutional  Care.  Thirteen  men  have  been  sent  to  Warwick  Farm  Colony, 
where  the  lack  of  temptation,  and  the  outdoor  life  have  greatly  benefited  them.  They 
write  enthusiastic  letters  of  their  swimming,  their  football  and  baseball  games :  the 
routine  of  the  farm  work  is  excellent  for  them.  Unfortunately  of  late  only  a  limited 
number  can  be  sent  to  this  colony. 

In  all  worthy  cases  of  prisoners,  where  there  is  no  criminal  record,  we  have 
succeeded  in  securing  leniency  from  the  Court,  in  order  that  they  may  have  a  chance 
to  do  better  rather  than  to  bear  the  stigma  of  a  prison  sentence  and  be  thrown  with 
hardened  criminals. 

Conclusion. — The  great  need  is  change  of  environment,  preferably  to  get  patients 
out  of  the  city  and  away  from  the  temptations  which  confront  them  at  every  turn. 

Especially  is  there  need  of  very  active  employment  during  the  time  when  they  are 
being  built  up  physically  and  mentally.  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize 
the  call  on  the  community  to  provide  enlarged  facilities  at  farm  colonies  where  the 
after-care  needs  can  be  met  for  both  men  and  women,  and  where  they  can  be  kepi 
until  sufficiently  self-reliant  to  return  to  normal  home  life. 

The  great  warfare  to  be  waged  in  this  work  is  against  the  harpies  who  stand 
waiting  for  their  victims  at  every  turn,  even  pursuing  them  into  their  homes,  in  order 
to  make  money  from  the  sale  of  the  drug.  These  are  the  ones  who  tempt  the  sus- 
ceptible ones  and  who  prey  upon  those  who  wish  to  reform. 

The  devoted  volunteers  from  the  Free  Synagogue  have  continued  their  work  with 
unabated  interest.  6016  Jewish  patients  were  admitted  to  Bellevue  during  the  year, 
practically  every  one  of  whom  has  been  interviewed  by  the  member  of  the  staff  assigned 
to  this  Division  to  discover  any  emergency  need  which  may  exist,  to  make  the  patient 
feel  more  at  home  and  contented,  and  to  report  cases  of  more  serious  need  to  the  vol- 
unteers for  their  assistance. 

In  the  Tuberculosis  Division  every  patient  admitted  to  the  Clinic  received  of 
necessity  not  only  medical  treatment   but   also   social   service  care. 

Many  foreign-born  non-citizens  who  are  not  eligible  for  any  public  sanatoria  have 
been  most  generously  cared  for  at  the  Settlement  House  through  the  private  resources 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Bellevue  Tuberculosis  Clinic. 
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This  year  an  open-air  kindergarten  on  the  Day  Camp  Southlield  has  been  estab- 
lished for  twenty-live  children  from  three  to  six  years  of  age  who  show  positive  skin 
tests  and  who  have  been  directly  exposed  to  the  infection.  All  patients  admitted  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Wards  have  been  interviewed  by  the  ward  social  service  nurse  and 
transfers  made  to  suitable  sanatoria. 

The  special  report  from  this  division  continues  as  follows : 

Whenever  possible  the  members  of  the  clinic  families  who  need  to  enter  classes 
for  training  are  referred  to  the  evening  schools  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  various  settlements,  but  most  of  them  are  physically  handicapped  and 
cannot  do  routine  work.  For  these  a  class  system  has  been  organized  where  sub- 
stantial instruction  in  cooking,  sewing  and  hygiene  is  sugar-coated  with  entertainments 
and  good  social  times.  The  Auxiliary  has  rented  club-rooms  at  421  East  25th  Street 
in  an  old  tenement  house  and  is  remodeling  the  rooms  into  an  attractive  apartment. 
The  class  members  are  doing  the  work.  In  this  way  they  are  learning  how  to  be  real 
home-makers.  There  is  a  class  in  the  evening  for  the  senior  girls,  and  one  for  the 
junior  girls.  There  is  a  carpenter  class  for  the  boys,  and  a  club  for  those  who  are  to 
be  Boy  Scouts.  No  disease  wrecks  the  home  like  Tuberculosis.  Our  ideal  is  to  pre- 
serve the  home  and  restore  the  family  to  normal  conditions  of  life.  Taking  the  cure 
is  a  long,  tedious  process.  There  are  many  troubles  of  mind  and  soul  as  well  as  body. 
Much  has  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  providing  reading  material  and  amusements.  En- 
tertainments are  given  for  Day  Camp  patients  and  also  for  patients  at  the  Settlement 
House.  At  Christmas  $225  was  raised  through  friends  of  the  Auxiliary  and  by  it  a 
Christmas  party  was  held  on  the  Southfield  and  Christmas  cheer  was  distributed  among 
all  the  families  represented.  Ten  neighborhood  entertainments  were  given  on  the 
Playground.     A  little  sunshine  must  be  woven  in  with  the  worry. 

The  Harlem  Social  Service  Committee  has  appointed  a  new  worker  for  follow-up 
work  in  the  Children's  Department.  A  great  volume  of  work  was  accomplished  last 
year  in  this  Division,  622  cases  having  been  sent  to  the  country  for  an  outing. 

The  Fordham  Division  reports  that  the  Milk  Station,  which  was  established  by 
the  Social  Service  Committee  in  July,  1913,  has  proved  its  usefulness  in  lowering  the 
death  rate  among  children  in  that  district  and  is  to  be  taken  over  on  January  1,  1916, 
by  the  Department  of  Health.  The  drop  in  the  number  of  feeding  cases  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Ward  and  the  Out  Patient  Department,  which  occurred  the  first  summer  the 
Station  was  opened,  has  been  maintained,  and  compared  with  the  census  of  former 
years,  leaves  no  doubt  that  the  establishment  of  properly  run  Milk  Stations  has  a  very 
direct  influence  on  the  reduction  of  infant  mortality. 

The  Children's  Cottage,  which  was  established  as  a  Day  and  Night  Nursery  by  a 
member  of  this  same  committee  to  take  care  of  children  whose  mothers  are  in  the 
Hospital,  has  successfully  carried  on  a  work  that  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  neigh- 
borhood.    It  is  always  filled  to  its  capacity  and  there  is  always  a  waiting  list. 

Over  2,000  patients  have  been  given  a  chance  to  be  built  up  and  cheered  up  in  the 
country.  The  courtesy  and  privileges  of  the  Convalescent  and  Fresh  Air  Homes, 
which  have  meant  so  much  to  us  in  past  years,  have  been  as  freely  extended  to  us 
this  year  just  as  far  as  their  capacity  has  permitted.  More  room  was  needed  and  the 
opening  of  the  Burke  Foundation  Convalescent  Home  was  a  happy  event  for  all  the 
hospital  social  service  bureaus  of  the  city.  The  combination  of  the  recreational  and 
occupational  features,  personal  interest,  and  medical  oversight,  results  in  a  most  whole- 
some, all-round  improvement  to  the  many  who  have  been  welcomed  there.

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REPORT  OF  ROENTGEN-RAY  DEPARTMENT  OF  BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

The  application  of  the  Roentgen  ray  as  a  diagnostic  agent  in  every  field  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  has  made  the  x-ray  department  an  important  and  indispensable 
part  of  the  hospital  organization.  It  has  also  created  a  need  for  increased  facilities. 
This  has  been  amply  provided  in  the  new  pavilions,  I  and  K. 

The  department  will  soon  move  from  its  inadequate  quarters  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  old  building  to  its  new  quarters  on  the  ground  floor  of  pavilions  1  and  K. 
With  the  increase  in  space  and  equipment,  the  laboratory  will  enter  upon  a  new  era. 

The  new  department  has  been  planned  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Bellevue 
Hospital  for  many  years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Considerable  new  equipment  lias  been  asked  for  or  purchased  during  tlie  year, 
and  when  this  equipment  is  secured  Bellevue  and  the  Allied  Hospitals  will  have  am 
outfit  and  accommodations  for  practical  dental  service  unexcelled  by  any  dental 
department  in  the  country. 

A  proposed  law  which  is  now  in  the  Legislature,  if  enacted,  legalizes  dental 
nurses  or  hygienists  for  service  in  public  institutions  or  private  offices.  Such  nurses 
will  have  prescribed  preliminary  requirements  the  same  as  other  nurses  and  may 
be  trained  in  institutions  recognized  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York.  After  a  reasonable  amount  of  training,  upon  examination  by  the 
Dental  Examining  Board  of  the  State  of  New  York,  they  may  receive  a  license. 

The  increased  amount  of  service  rendered  the  hospital  and  the  City  from  the 
various  Allied  Institutions,  Harlem,  Gouverneur  and  Fordham,  as  well  as  Bellevue, 
can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  record  of  this  year's  work  with  that  of  1914. 

The  matter  of  proper  location  and  room  has  been  well  settled  at  Harlem.  Belle- 
vue, Gouverneur  and  Fordham  are  in  need  of  new  and  better  quarters.
